On Tuesday evening, June 20, 1907, a 'panel discussion was held at the 
CALIFORNIA fi'SCREATION CENTER, 1490 California Ave,, Long Beach, from 
8:00 p.Kt. until 11:00 p^a., on Police Community Relations. This panel 
ulscussion was arranged and moderated by. the LONG BEACH CHAPTER of the 
AMERICAN CWIi LIBERTIES UNION* 

The panel consisted of the filing officer, Sgt. R. KLINE, Rev, Harvey 
WILLIAMS, President of the LONG BEACH IMPROVEMENT- LEAGUE, James 
CUMMINGS, a Social Psychology student at California State College, 
Long Beach and was moderated by Dr. Roscoe BUCKLAND*of the -Long Beach 
Chapter of the AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION and an English Professor 
at California State College, Long Beach. 

After Dr. BUCKLAND introduced the panel to the audience, he made some 
preliminary remarks and then Sgt. KLINE spoke for approximately ten 
minutes and explained the organization and the function of the Long 
Beach Police Dept., Community Relations Section. 

James CUMMINGS addressed the audience in response to Sgt. KLINE'S remarks 
by referring to and defining , "police brutality^" as being "all of the 
double standards of Law Enf or cement^t minority persons are . sub jected too 11 .. 
CUMMINGS gave several -examples of what he termed "double standards of- 
enforcement." -There was some dialogue between the filing officer and 
CUMMINGS regarding clarification -of definitions. Rev. Harvey WILLIAMS 
then gave a lengthy dissertation on problems^' of the Central Area in 
general. He inferred that it was ridiculous for this panel to be 
assembled because we were attacking the disease not the cause. He quoted 
^statistics that related to illegitimacy, unemployment, education, arrests 
ofNegroes throughout the nation. 

The main theme of this panel discussion seemed to center around police 
brutality. Conrad HOUSLEY of the Long Beach Chapter of the AMERICAN CIVIL • 
LIBERTIES UNION, who called the meeting to. order, announced that the Long // 
Beach Chapter of the- AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION was setting up --a * 
Police Malpractice Board to provide a place for recording and documenting

So, if there were pernlts required and no permits were there t the 

police beat up people "because they donH have permits.

It is just impossible to describe the way the police reacted in this 

thing. It appears to me that the police were out to break it up. 

Q. What was the emotional atmosphere for the incident - had there 

been any incidents of violence that would call the police out? 

P. Hot that I know of* We were in Cheviot Hills Park and the truck 

had just pulled out ~ more or less at the beginning of the march.

P. Well, as I understand it, there were people arrested quite a bit

D. If the -police had handled this correctly - yes, I think this would 
have been a very concrete possibility. I think probably the 
biggest error that \Vas made that night - with possibly the 
exception of the green truck, was when the police made, the announce- 
ment - and they made the announcement . twice and I happened to be 
in front so I could hear it - most people couldn't hear it because 
there was too much noise - they said, "You must disperse 
■ immediately or you will be subject to arrest." And I was naive - 
enough to believe that that is what the police had in mind - 
to arrest those of us who' wanted to stay, I found out that I was 
indeed naive because they had ho intention of arresting anyone - 
they didn't attempt to- make an arrest - they came at \ia without 
any further notice - they just descended upon us with clubs swing- 
ing, and I saw sixty year old women being trampled to the ground? 
I saw children being beaten; 1 saw three police on a woman who had 
no weapon whatsoever and who was trying to move out of the area - 
being beaten, and there was -no excuse for this, 

Q, The fact remains that the march was impeded by the fact that those 
leading it stopped. 

- It wasn't just those in front - it was people - the wnole front 
of the hotel - I know I was' several hundred feet beyond the beginning 
of the march and it was here that most of the sitting down was going 
on. It wasn't just a few people at a bottleneck stopping the march- 
it was virtually the whole line of the march where people were 
interested in stopping - and all during the time we were stopping, 
there were continuously people passing by in back of , us and moving 
on, and- even if there had been no stopping of the march, it would 
have taken a good hour for that whole march to pass the hotel and, 
as it turns out, the police only gave us half an hour to move on* 



EIEHAM( continuing) X'here would have been people present there in 

front of the hotel much, much longer even if people had moved 
on, so the police attack was totally unwarranted and premature. 

Q. If it had been handled in a proper manner -with 10,000 people 

involved and everyone doing what they pleased*. • .

ten, fifteen, sixteen thousand people - that were confronted with the 
same sort of thing ~ and these" were Oakland cops and, until Friday's 
inarch more notorious than L.A. cops - and there was a confrontation 
between Berkeley and Oakland, and people- sat down, in the intereectipn- 
they sat down in the streets - 10,000 people sat down and there were.no

Q* Were any one of you individually involved in anything which 
resulted in injury to a police officer?

There were only four police officers injured ~ whether by a bioken 
blood vessel or a truck accidentally running over his root - Consequently, 
no one of us v/as involved in any injury to a police officer.

When the 
police do this they are guilty of - a serious violation "of their oath of 
office and responsibility to the community. 

Whether or not there was "illegal -assembly "-.-across -the street from the . 
Century Plaza Hotel last Priday night is, .not for us .to decide "at this time 
tthat-is clear behond a shadow~oT~doubt is' 'that* the brutal" ^conduct of the 
police in their method of - dispersing the alleged "illegal ."assembly" v/as. 
unwarranted, unlawful, and a complete violation of the basic liberties 
guaranteed by the Constitution, - - 

V/e have seen many of the television films. We have interviewed many 
of the participants in the demonstration. *f e have spoken with, many news- 
paper, radio and television reporters who were on the scene. Prom all the 
evidence we have been able to assemble, it is clear to us that oh the 
evening of June 23 the police substituted force and violence for law aa d 
order. 

She riot club is little different from the cc.ttle prod. It is a human

the intention and the purpose and the plan of the MPD. 
SMI 1 !?! And I might add that lor. Chronis was there. 
CHECH-IS s I was there during "the- entire proceedings* 
AHAGHOS.s I would like to .answer this gentleman's question. I was in 
front of the hotel towards the north side at the bridge and there was a 
natural bottleneck at that point because there is a fairly high bridge- 
an over-pass - there is a water basis in the middle island and that is 
a natural bottleneck. However, the demonstration was filtering through 
slowly. About 8?30, a large number of motorcycled police officers 
arrived - I don't know from where - they made the u~£urn in front of 
the island and blocked off two or one' and one-half of the northbound 
lanes of Avenue of the Stars. '-Ohe demonstrators were moving in 
approximately four lanes, l'here was a natural bottleneck through there 
but there was still a slow movement filtering through. Y/hen the motor- 
cycle officers forced the crowd to recede and they blocked off part of 
these lanes, then the demonstration, the march, came to a complete stand- 
still. So X believe - I was there at that moment and there was an 
AGLTJ member with me. I'here was constant chanting all along up and -down 
the parade but the noise of the motor cycles could be clearly heard and I 
saw them and at that point the demonstration was completely bottled up. 
Shore is a certain pattern which disturbs me very much about this and I 
believe that the police did not attempt to disperse people. In my area, 
the attempt was to herd them together. "this is a safari"- they were 
having fun. I'hey were bottling up people and beating the,m. 2. ! he 
geographical lay-out of the area is such that the dispersal could have 
been made with a minimum of trouble, yet the tactics of the police 
created a great danger of a stampede where women, children, all kinds 
of elderly people who were there, could have been trampled over. It 
was only the great discipline and the self sacrifice of many of the 
demonstrators who threw their bodies to protect those who had fallen, 
that avoided several hundred deaths and serious injuries. I would . ■

..Johnson chosen to address that crowd he would have received a 
remarkably courteous reception. I think that the people who were 
present would have listened to him and would have welcomed the 
opportunity (l) to see him, (2) the opportunity for him to see just 
how many of them were present and to express what was, to them, a very 
deep and sincere political conviction* But I saw nothing in that 
crowd - and I was there until very late - and I saw nothing that posed 
any physical threat to the property of the hotel or to the person of 
the President. I saw no move of violence - this was not an angry mob? 
this was not a club-swinging mob - this was not an uncontrolable group •- 
this was not an unruly group - it was very peaceable, i'here was a lot 
of singing in this group - as I marched along there were people singing/ 
there were musicians playing a quarter of a mile ahead, of the 'position 
I was in and as X was marching along ? saw nothing there that caused..,

You mean the differentiation - then you are saying 
given a group of people who stop in front of the hotel, probably illegally, 
and given the problem that the Police department has of dispersing these 
people - what is their task. We- have been confronted with this situation 
before on the Sunset Strip and I will tell you precisely what was done. 'fhe 
police officer approaches the person. It must be a person who is capable 
of moving* If he is not capable of moving then he and the police officer are 
in the same dilemma. But he approaches a person v/ho is capable of moving ■ 
and he says, "This assembly is an unlawful assembly and a declaration has 
been made and I must order you to leave and you are physically able to 
leave - so leave." This perso'fl then has an election to stay, knowing he 
is violating a lav/ which he is aware of and will sufier the consequences,, 
or to leave. And if he does not leave he can be selectively a rrested. 
This could have been accomplished without any trouble viiatsoever. You see,

OHEOiriS: All X am saying that what I have read does not indicate to me 
that it. is a result of an attempt by the police to make lawful arrests 
which were impeded by an unruly crowd, special police action was required*

you point out there were many innocent people who came just to see 
the show or to express their own opinions - these people staying 
behind this crowd and there was only one way the police coxtld get to 
' them to make an arrest an& that was 'to go thru the crowd. Secondly,, 
do you have the badge numbers of any police officers or are you just 
citing the whole police departments • 

AUACBTOSs let me answer this.. 2his was a very interesting pattern. To 
. begin with the badges are practically, worthless at night because the 
numbers are very hard to see. Policemen, as a group - and I got in 
contact with hundreds' of them- refused to give their badge numbers or 
their name and most of them would say, "You can come and look but you. 
won't be able to report it because you will have a split head." 

Also, 1 would like to report, for example, a specific instance. *t" 
9? 30 at the intersection of u onstellation and Century i-ark %st, as a 
cordon of policeman were advancing - pushing the crowd - the crowd was 
moving - and once in a while an eager beaver officer would step out of 
line and attack a demonstrator, individually provoking. Had it not 
been for the discipline of the demonstrators, any one of these individual 
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AHAGHOS (continuing) .attacks could have provoked some kind of a violent 
reaction. X witnessed, myself, a middle-aged lady in a white dress Vith 
a black arm band - obviously she had dressed as the organizer of the 
demonstration requested - it indicated that she was more dedicated - more 
active, perhaps - and a policeman stepped out of line and hit her on the 
W - and I have witnesses to that fact. %e was moving along slowly with 
the rest of the crowd, Sfcere were hundreds of such individual provoca- 
tions* He stepped a couple of steps forward and hit her. I don't have the 
lady's name but .1 have the names of witnesses, however, and we may be 
able to locate her. We were many other hundreds of incidents on which 
we are collecting information and these things will become evident.

There were two colored persons present; 5 Mexican-Americans, and the 
rest were Caucasian* 

The first speaker was IIARK SEGAL who is a draft counselor. Basically, 
his talk was on the draft law, A student, when he takes an S-2 
deferment indicates that ne is willing to be drafted as soon as he is 
out of school. They should attempt to get a C/0 deferment. He said 
there are two ways of stopping the war - stop the men and stot> the 
money. 

The other two speakers, BARBARA KcQUEEH & ROBERT MOHTOYA, actually 
talked together - they did not give ' individual talks of any type,' 
MCQUEEN is a member of the Valley Peace Center and ROBERT KCNTOYA 
spoke with her. She said at this present moment they have petitions 
going to re-call SAH. She said these petitions refer to 8AE YORTY'S 
trips - that he should stay at home more often. She said that at. the 
Peace Center now they are giving classes on civil disobedience defense 
how. to defend yourself when the law puts a club down on your head. 

The question was as&cd what do you do to be prepared f orogoing out 
and talkir.g to the people and spreading the word on what's wrong with 
che war. She said some of the students, after reading Marx and Lenin 
and Trotsky, feel they are ready. 

It was asiced how we could get the money and she said by using the 
ACLU mailing list. Send out 100 cards and if you get $5 back, use 
that to send out another mailing. She also said that they have "sugar 
daddy s" or anonymous donators. 

Starting August 20, there will be a march called the PEACE TORTH MARCH 
which will last for 55 days. This, I believe, is to start in San 
Prancisco and will go to Washington, B.C. , and the object is to carry 
a torch and give it to the President. They hope to have lots of 
people on the way to get publicity from this. 

The chairman fro.i another Y.B, group indicated that on 8/6 there is 
going to be a march down Vilshire. He didn't know any of the facts 
about the march - the only reason he brought it up was because he was 
planning another meeting which would conflict with it.

"Several women were called upon to report their 
activities relative to the June 23 march at Century ' Plaza when 
President JOHNSON was at the Century Plaza Hotel. VERA BACHMAN 
was given hearty applause for her letters to the City Council 
asking for prompt investigation of police action on that occasion. 
Charges of police brutality were repeated by several women 
volunteering eye-witness reports of incidents during the demon- 
stration. Members were urged to write any accounts to Councilman 
EDELMAN, who came in for favorable comment from all who spoke, 
as did Councilman BRADLEY. 

"Police Chief REDDIN was said to he cooperating with 
the C.I. A. in a plan believed planned to prevent demonstrations 
wherever the President is involved. Mrs. CIMRING stated that 
DONNA ALLEN had made this statement at a meeting in Los Angeles 
last night. Later, DONNA ALLEN corrected this statement, saying 
Federal Security Officers, not the C.I. A., are to team up with local 
police administrators wherever the President plans to make an 
appearance; and together they will attempt to prevent demonstrators 
from assembling.

She said it contains 
nothing about civil rights, that it would apply to 'our people 
during June 23; any fist fight, or any violence. She said, 'a 
person doesn't even have to be there; he would just talk about 
housing conditions, etc., and then cross state lines' and he could 
come under the bill. 



DONNA ALLEN urged writing to Congress to declare un- 
constitutional a bill which would deny aid to any country with 
whom we are in armed conflict. 'This would prevent even medical 
aid,' she declared. She said 'HUAC's Pool Bill against war dissenters 
is unconstitutional and letters should go to the Speaker of the 
House telling him not to place an unconstitutional bill on the 
calendar.' She stated that this bill is an attempt to avoid dissenters 
stopping troop trains .

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"Mrs . ALLEN alerted the audience to a new bill 
! from HUAC^' she stated, 'which would revise the McCarran Act 
and bring it back to life.

"DONNA ALLEN said the methods of the Committee are 
'to intimidate us into silence.' She continued by saying 'HUAC 
picks on civil disobedience.' But she says that the peace move- 
ment is now 'doing the same thing to each other. We are doing 
what HUAC did to us'.' She went on to explain that persons in 
the peace movement seem to criticize each other and this is not 
good. When one person criticizes a sign another marcher is 
carrying, we are weakening the movement. 'It is a difficult job'.' 
she declared 0 'The reason McCarthyism succeeded was that we 
weren't equal to the job - are we now?' Mrs. ALLEN hammered at 
this issue, saying that the 1st Amendment is basj.c to this question.

9/3/67 On this date "between 2:00 and kiOO p.m. at 2222 Olive (LONG BEACH IMPROVEMENT 
LEAGUE). The ACHJ- Long Beach Branch held a "Police Malpractice Center" open 
house. The guest speaker Harold HART-NIBBRIG , supervisor of the "Watts Malpractice 
Center," was introduced by ACIU President Ben SILVERMAN. 

Mr. HART-NIBBRIG stated that he was not familiar with the Long Beach area, but 
that he was certain that the same problems existed in Long Beach as in some thirty- 
states and many large cities that he has visited while being in the executive 
staff of ACHJ. This problem between the police and the ghetto communities is that 
the police are inexperience, untrained and prejudice, and that anyone involved 
in this work is rejected by the police department. 



He further stated that in his Compton office i\ they do not serve as interme- 
diates for persons having grievances against the police department, but that they 
investigate any complaints, and if they are found valid they then ask the police 
department what they are doing or are going to do abn>ut the particular case. 

He also explained about the hundred-day rule for persons having grievances against 
political subdivisions.

The floor was again taken by Ben SILVERMAN who stated that the malpractice 
center would be manned by volunteers on si -non-paid basis, and that they would need 
more volunteers as they wanted to keep the center open on Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday nights and Saturday and* Sunday during the day.

Shis meeting was the first public meeting of the East San Gabriel " 
Valley Chapter of the AOlU. 2he meeting was eaLled to hear- Chief of 
Police Holladay of Monterey Park, Chief of Police Sill of West Covina 
and Chief of Police Eerguson of Covina. 5?he purpose was an explana- 
tion of the proposed plan for citizen cooperation in cri$e prevention 
in West Covina. . 

Chief Holladay, the originator of the -orograra explained how the City 
of Monterey stssfced its plan called PACE (People's Anti-Crime Effort}. 
The px'ograia consists v of citisens whose names were submitted to the 
police dept. by churches, service clubs, etc. in answer to a request 
sent them by the Cheif of Police for such names. These citisens were 
then instructed by the police dept. in all of the methods of crime pre- 
vention and sent back to their neighborhood to instruct their neigh-, 
bors in such items as a bar to secure sliding patio doors, locked 
vehicles, chains to secure bicycles, lights in home, etc. The program 
has been quit successful in Monterey Park. 

Chief Sill then told Mb proposal that was borrowed from the Monterey 
Park Plan and named CEASE (Citisens Engaged in Anti-Crime Effort) In 
essence it is the same program and is to be submitted to the West Covina 
City Council on 9/18/67. Chief .Sill explained the article in the Los' 
Angeles Times that called the program "a vigilante group", "this resulted 
after a press conference explaining the program. A reporter surveying 
public opinion made over 200 calls in the area before he found a lone 
objector whose stated it sounded like a* viglante group to him. The 
reporter then gave his view in the paper only to show two sides of 
opinion. This man was present at the meeting and stated he was in 
favor of the program after hearing it explained. 

Chief Ferguson stated a similiar program will be > submitted to the 
Covina City C 0 urcil.

In. accordance with pre-announced plan's at the LONG BEACH PEACE CENTRE, a parading 
picketing, slogan chanting, demonstration was held in front of the Long Beach 
Selective Service office located at 7k6 E. kth St. 

At 11:55 a.m. two male -whites approx. 20-25 yrs. arrived at the Selective Service | \ 
office in a Volkswagon "bus and unloaded picket -signs and materials for putting ' 4 j 
signs together. At 12:00 noon another vehicle arrived with more signs which ■[ 
'were unloaded at the same location. At 12/15 p.m., sixteen persons had arrived j 
at the center and had picked up signs and formed a serpentine formation at j 
the south west corner of kth street and Olive Ave. ' The demonstrators would 
proceed west on the, south side of kth to the end of .the Selective Service building! 
and proceed back east on kth St. to the point of origin. At the east and" west j 
turning point of the inarch a person would stand and serve as a pivot point and 
give verbal instructions to the demonstrators. One person was stationed at each >- 
end of the line of demonstrators acting as a monitor and passing out literature 
tha;fc was related to, "Draft resistance". 

At 12:20 p.m. three elderly females arrived with a large picket sign that referred 
to the "Women Strike for Peace". Each of these women carried shopping bags with 
an inscription that denounced American participation in the Vietnam war. 

Benjamin SILVERMAN, chairman of the Long Beach chapter of the American CiVil 
Liberties .Union, arrived at this location at approximately 12:15 p.m. and 
conversed with the monitors and the participants in this demonstration . S1I3VEMAN

Kr. . EEAHLSEOH started the meeting by citing from the HB3B PRISTS 
about the harassment of the psychedelic bookstores (HEAD Shops) 
and how this harassment closes the shops. 

Hr. PHASER gave his definition of what police were for - such as to 
lend assistance > arrest criminals, catch burglars - and; he said he 1 
didn't think they were to enforce certain types of moralities such 
as which people could gather together and which people" couldn't. 
The police shouldn't try to control dress standards. If the word 
gets out that you rrre going to cpen a EliAD SftOP, within 48 hours 
you are arrested. Bigoted people won't even go in front of the 
shop If hippies are present on the* street. The police tell people 
that persons frequenting the shop have V.D., smoice pot, etc. 

Mr. Eraser told us about the Inglewood police chief being on - 
I believe it was PACE TEES RATION or MEET 'iffij PREbS - and his inter- 
view in connection with what the police thought about the people 
who go into those stores. He said he has a complaint on file with 
the Inglewood P. B. because a 14-year-old girl was picked up and 
dragged off fron his shop. He said that Head ^hops are closing 
all the tine because of incidents 'like this. 



Mrs. TUBHBR spoke next and said that small shops - like in Hermosa 
Beach - are struggling to survive. Ihoy are "being pushed out "by 
Dig shopping centers. She said she went to bat with the City 
Fathers for the Bli'KKK/OK Book Shop which is in Hermosa Beach. £3he 
spoke for and against head ^hops. ^he is concerned about kids being 
seduced into taking pot, the needle, LSI), etc., by psonle in ^ead 
Shops. 

Mrs. burner said that thru her dealings in Irglewood she has learned 
that the people there are conservative like in Culver u ity. At this 
point, Hr. ^'raser said it was a chip off Orange bounty, and she 
returned and said that she didn't mean that they were conservative 
in their political outlook; that they v/ere provincial but not far 
rightists as is present in Orange County. She really did seem to 
he concerned about the narcotics problem among the teen-agers. 

Kr, KcCUHB spoke and was asked if he got complaints froa law 
enforcement officers, and he said he did not. He said that for a time 
the ACLTJ Police 1-ialpractice Center was housed in the basement of the 
PIFIH ESMIS. He said the police would come in many tines, mainly 
to inspect IDS, and they would keep the people standing in the 
street while they checked to see if there were any warrants out- 
standing against them* l'f the people were from out-of-state they 
would detain then on the street and check to see if this person had any 
j'ay walking tickets against him* '^he police would station themselves 
by the coffee house and tell people going in that the coffee houses 
were Communistic hang-outs or that they were showing Communist movies, 
i'hese movies, he said, were CHARLIE CHAPI-IK's movies. 

■He said the police feel it is their job to stamp out anyone who is 
alien or from different society. He mentioned a KSDD ROSEHB^RG and 
Supervisor BBBS concerning the parking ban from 8 n.n. to 2 a.m. 
on the Sunset -trip. XL o said the shops on the ^trip that cater to 
Beverly Ellis all have parking lots but the coffee houses don't. 

Mr* ^ PEARLS20H commented on the delays in licensing of Head Shops and 
said that the u ity Managers want them evicted. He said the City 
Managers choose wno should go into the business and told about 
"nl'i'SY'S" in Kanhattan ~%aeh. He said they v/ere closed for selling 
objectional material and he said lie didn't think that "I'sAXE LQV& HQS ■ 
WAR" was objectionable* 

Mrs * i'UHlCER said that the H «AX HP" Art Gallery is a respectable place 
but they were given a bad time before they opened and were really put 
thru the mill, but they survived, ^here is no psychadelic stuff" there- 
only ART - at this *-ort Gallery. ■ 

Kr. ERASER said lie spent three houses with a police captain of Inglewood 
last week. He went on to say that narcotics have been around since 
the poppy was discovered. Coffee Houses used to be looked down upon 
but they aren't, anymore. He said the police say that the hippies 
or people who frequent Head Shoss use pot, but he said, no, they only 
know where to get it. - 



Mr* Fraser mentioned that in Orange County the polieehad tried to 
say that the Head Shops are Belling pot* I'he police will follow a 
known user around until he finally goes into a shop and then t hey 
*ill "tag" him; and in that way they &ai further their program of 
propaganda that the Head "hops sell pot. 

He said that the Head Shops spread the word to keep pot out of there 
and in his shop he knows of plain clothes policemen corning into the 
shop and putting marijuana seeds into ash trays, on hook shelves and 
in out-of-the-way places* After the policeman leaves he goes around 
and searches the shop and gets rid of the seeds by emptying the ash trays 
into the street, iChen, when the policemen come hack, they find nothing. 

He said he saw a policeman pull a pack - I suppose ho meant marijuana - 
he didn't* really clarify it - out of his pocket and put it into a car. 
People standing near "brought attention to what hehad done and he said 
he heard his sergeant say, "Why in the hell did you get ei,ught? ,! 

Ee went on to say that the kids can learn all they want to about dope 
from the police films that they take into the schools. He said the 
films even show you how to get the most out of marijuana. He said 
before he opened his shop he knew -that he was going to be burglarized 
so he' put in Scientific American magazip.es and a few other worthless 
things and - sure enough - he was robbed. They even got s?30 out of 
the cash register that he had forgotten to remove. 

MRS. TLTFIJEE war> quite concerned about the hard core narcotics, the 
needle, benzedrine, etc. She said they are more addictive than 
marijuana. *>he mentioned the thirteen and fifteen year olds who come 
to her and have quite a few needle marks on them* 

Mr. EcCUlUS said that Head Shops don't promote dope, lav/ enforcement 
officials cannot wipe out drugs* People can use them and not get 
caught - and hp- • told about going into" places where the smell would not 
be found, and what have you. He said dealers run more of a risk. 

Krs. SU5HER said that the probation department is experimenting with a 
parent discussion group therapy for the parents of kids on- probation, 
it is sponsored by the adult education in the public schools, ^he 
said kids turn to dope because they have been alienated; they den l t 
know their parents or how to deal with them and the parents don't know 
their kidfe noir how to deal with them. " ^he kids are*" lonely and she 
said the hippies really care. Adults are hypocritical* She said the 
kids tell her about contracts in Head >%ops concerning dope, bhe was 
asked by someone in the audience if she knew which ones and she said 
she didn't know and didn't really care which ones they were. 

Mr. PHASER said people ax*e picked up by police just for being on the 
sidewalk .and the kids are then released to their parents, and he said 
the parents bring them right back to his Head Shop. 

There was quite a bit or comment from various people in the audience 
about owners just aoro or less giving in to the police and letting 
them in any time they want to come in and, therefore, they say they 
are not bothered by harassment* The shops that were mentioned in 
connection with that were John Warren 1 s "GSiiCC'S", a sandal shop in 
Hermosa -^each, and the GI1BED FHU2SES. '-They said the "hip guard" is being

TRIP IICK in Laneda - his name v/as not knov/n* He said he is harassed 
and told a story about an Oxficer Jacicson arresting someone twice 
for disturbing the peace • The last tine the kid was arrested he was 
telling some other kid not to go in there "because the cops would 
get hin ? and this officer rushed over to him and arrested him for 
shouting that out. 

It v/as brought out in discussion that every city and district attorney

We believe that faculty and sUidents, 
the entire community of scholars, must be free to express 
their opinions through a wide variety of modes of ex- 
pression, theater being but one.

Often academic institutions are subjected to in- 
ternal and external political pressures to accept and 
inculcate an official orthodoxy, or to purge themselves 
of ideas which are in disfavor with one group or another.

Attacks on the integrity of the local college have 
consisted largely of objections to the manner in which 
ideas are expressed, and of demands for the dismissal of 
^professors, little attention has "been* paid to the worth 
or demerit of the ideas which have "been presented. Uni- 
versal trees of knowledge are "being lost in the forest 
of personal and political assessments of "taste." Es- 
pecially is political interference destructive lo the 
academic process. Were academic appointments and intel- 
lectual truth subject to the whims of political temper- 
ament, the college would hardly he recognizable as an 
academic institution. We need not quote history to sup- 
port this view. 

In defense to the attacks, the local college made 
much of the fact that performance of "The Beard" was not 
open to the public. The oC-ACLU would remind the college 
that its responsibility to the community was not met in 
denying the community access to ideas presented on its 
campus." We regret that the President of the College has 
not: seen fit to defend accademic freedom, but has chosen, 
rather, to publicly criticize the judgment of the facility 
and to launch vague "investigations."

REGARDING

The American Civil Liberties Union of Southern California believes that tLe 
right to live free from the ill-effects of a polluted environment is guaranteed 
as inherent in the first liberty of all men — the right to life.

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BEVfiRLY - HILLS 1&STW00D CHAPTER 



, , The Beverly Hills-Westwood Chapter has 2300 members in their geographic 

jurisdiction of Heverly Hills Westwood, L. A. 34,35,48,67,73. It is the largest 
ACLU Chapter. 

Fund Raising 

Excellent. A number of functions which are now "traditional 11 affilaite 
functions - such as the annual Garden Party and Coronado Week-end originated in 
the Beverly Hills Westwood Chapter. The Chapter contributed $1250.00 this year 
which was raised through their annual Palm Springs week-end, an annual paid meet- 
ing and theatre parties which are followed by panel discussions. 

Membership 

The Chapter has recruited 257 new members from November 1968 up to the 
present date. It is impossible to estimate just how many the Chapter recruited 
by itself and how many members joined due to the af f illiate 1 s last two direct 
mail solicitations. However last June, Chapter recruited 38 new members at their 
"Right to Dissent" party. This was achieved by allowing non-members who attended 
the party to join that evening by applying their party donation to their member- 
ship dues* 

Community Action 

The Chapter is not doing an effective job in this area. The area is a 
middle to upper middle class Caucasian community and, is not presented with some 
of the day to day problems which exist in other communities. The Chapter has agreed 
to join in with Brentwood Chapter in the Westside Chapter 1 s Student Rights Center 
which will now be jointly operated by the 3 chapters. 

They have, also, recently established excellent communications with an 
activist student organization on the campus of UCLA which was a direct outcome of 
a series of coffee — confrontations the Chapter ran on the problem of violence on 
the campus. Also, from this involvement, the Chapter has set up a Bail Fund for 
students. The affiliate has a number of questions in this regard and the matter 
is presently under discussion by the lawyer 1 s committee. 

Public Education 

The Beverly Hills Westwood Chapter for many years drew on an average of 
150-200 people at their monthly meeting. However, in the past year and one-half 
the attendance has been extremely poor. In an attempt to rectify this the Chapter 
has started a series of coffee-confrontations in homes. They have had as many as 5 
"coffees" in one evening with 20 persons attending each one. The Chapter intends 
to continue with this "intimate" exchange alternating it with the traditionally 
large meeting. 

Legislation 

The Chapter is doing nothing. 

Public Relations . 

The Chapter has not effectively made its presence felt in the community 
other than through their monthly meeting. 

Suggestions and Projections 

It is our opinion that the Beverly Hills Westwood Chapter would greatly 
benefit by splitting the Chapter into 2 functioning chapters. This will help 
develop more leadership and also revitalize the chapter. 
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Chapter Evaluation for San Diego County 
San Diego : 



Public Education ; 

Vastly improved over three years ago. Those meetings which drew most were the 
ones where the topic was "topical 11 rather than just an academic isHue. 

Legislation Action : 

Just fair. Have attempted to implement action. Sometimes there has not been 
nearly enough time to alert membership. 

Members are interested in this phase but feel that information is lacking from 
the source. 

Membership : 

In 1964 the total County membership was 550 for the one chapter. 1969 the mem- 
bership is close to 1300, with several chapters, San Diego, Northern San Diego County, 
student chapters at UC San Diego and San Diego State and a brand new chapter-a first 
in So. Cal I think-on a High School campus. There has been inquiry about some sort of 
a division in the South Bay area of the County but it is my feeling at the moment that 
we are not quite ready for this. I feel the special needs of the community can be accom- 
modated with special planned meetings in the area on demand. 

The reason for the increase has been a concerted effort to enlist membership 
through good lists such as college faculty lists, political lists, and the personal atten- 
tion of the membership chairman over the years along with some (but not enough) committee 
help in contacting prospectives, and attempting to involve them in some activity, no 
matter how small. 

Fundraising : 

We are not the greatest by a long shot. The most financially successful ventures 
have been those directly tied to a vital issue of the day like the Century City demon- 
strations. There seems to be resistance to dinners that are costly. They resent "giving 
all that money to a hotel" as some have put it. We are going to attempt a "no-affair" 
fund raiser but not until after March since it is Jan-March that people should be paying 
their dues and it might be confusing. 

Community Action : 

The students are particularly alert and good about reporting. And of course we 
always try to respond positively to requests that come by phone or mail in that even if 
it is not an ACLU matter, an effort is always made to try to channel the person in the 
direction of possible assistance. 

Public Relations ; 

Seems to improving. Feel that some responsibility is ours in providing information 
that is Newsworthy since here in this one-paper community, the Copley press does seem 
to respond to the important things we send along. 

Out better friends are in the TV media. They use what we give them and inquire of 
us about issues. 

At long last we have a person who seems to be willing to do our PR work as far 
as good press releases, properly timed etc. Let f s hope he stays with us. 



North County 
Public Education 

When this chapter first started almost three years ago, they held monthly meet- 
ings for the membership and community with a"vari<ky : of subjects none of which were too 
exciting or controversial. After the first few meetings the attendance dropped to about 
25 or 30. They decided that such meetings would be held less frequently and try to get 
better programs together. This was only moderately successful. 

Legislative action 

Little opportunity for some of the same reasons listed for the SD chapter. The 
political climate is very hostile with Stull, Utt and the like in the area. 

Membership 

In 1964 when North County was still part of the main chapter the number of members 
was about 80-it not is about 170. This is due to the fact that the people in the area/ 
which is a sprawling one, felt that they were now joining a local chapter. Efforts have 
been made by several members to secure new members by personal solicitation and by expan 
ding mailing for meetings. 

Fundraising 

Nil but do feel that with the impetus of the new chairman they can get: off the 
ground.

Community action 

A few members do try to keep abreast of the problems of the community and keep 
Us informed. There does seem to be, however, a reluctance to get "involved" on the part 
of individuals who are having problems* 

Public relations 

Fair, The press is kind of cool to some of our projects and unfortunately they do 
not have TV of their own but do have one favorable radio station in Escondido. Greater 
Effort on the part of the PR committee could help solve some of this situation. 

Overall evaluation ; 

While the chapter is no howling success, in terms of measuring achievement, its 
presence in the vast area of the north part of the county is known and quitely respected 
by more than we can be sure of. 



Student chapters 

UC at San Diego-~this group varies in number from 15 to 40-raeets informally to 
discuss common problems and holds meetings with speakers. 

San Diego State-this group is reorganizing and I feel heartened that because of 
the numbers of enthusiastic students involved, it will be on going instead of on-again~ 
off-again as in the past. They understand the need for continuing leadership which they 
must help develop. The parent chapter role is one of advising and helping with program- 
ming whenever possible as well as providing legal adiice or assistance as needed. 

Clairemont High School--this is a great group of young people who have completed 
their organizing meetings and ready to plan program meetings with subjects that are 
relevant to their age and status. Again we have urged development of ongoing leadership 
and help in obtaining speakers and planning program when called upon. 

In each case of student chapters they are represented on the parent board so 
that they can air their points and look at the whole commnnit-v mV.^e, 
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CHAPTER EVALUATION 
Eastern Region 



For the five chapters in the Eastern region this year there has been some change 
"of emphasis. Program meetings which use to be the corner-stone of chapter activity 
have been de-emphasized while watch-dog, police complaint, student rights groups have 
come more to front and center. These activities of more specific involvement (more 
"participant 11 than "spectator") have had tangible results in increased membership, 
more effective fund-raising and a better understanding in the community of what is 
ACLU, what it does and how it operates. 

East San Gabriel Valley Chapter 

This chapter during the past year has probably made the most substantial gains 
of any chapter in the Eastern region. Membership is up approximately 50%; public 
education dinner meetings are drawing an attendance of 40-75 persons; the legislative 
action chairman has a telephone tree all set up and ready to go; annual garden party 
netted sufficient funds to support chapter activities and to send $100 to the affil- 
iate; watch-dog committee has been most effective in following thru on complaints 
which come to them; a series of student rights seminars held in the chapter chair- 
man's home has drawn 25-30 high school students from the surrounding area; public 
relations are relatively good «- biggest draw-back is difficulty in obtaining cover- 
age in the local papers other than a "liberal" bi-weekly "The San Gabriel Alternative ,? 

Reason for the gains cited above -- a group of 6-7 people in chapter leadership 
positions who work well together, are enthusiastic and knowledgeable about ACLU and 
organizations and hot* they best function. 

Riverside Chapter b6

During the past year Riverside Chapter has seen an increase in membership to a 
current list of 309. Program meeti ngs, however, ha ve been small and disappointing 
tho the content has been good i.e., | | from Watts Complaint Center. An 

ACLU (Chapter paid- for) phone maintained at the President's home continues to yield 
a large number of complaints and grievances. Monthly Chapter board meetings are pro- 
ductive and to the point — rarely does attendance here drop below 12- -and most often 
15-16 persons are present. 

Major activity of the past year has been the slow but steady work on a local 
police complaint center. This work reached fruitition with the opening of such a 
center on October 11, 1969. While Riverside Chapter ACLU is only one of 10 or 12 
groups participating in the Center, it (ACLU) is both the prime mover and chief fi- 
nancial contributor to its operation (the 4qn * mnnfh.) [J

Riverside Chapter maintains one of the most active boards in the area. Member- 
ship Chairman is thorough and does a good follow- through. Public Relations have been 
good with an excellent local newspaper (Press-Enterprise.) Weakest area is probably 
in the area of legislative action tho individual board members are following through 
with a visit to Craig Biddle requested by the L.A. office. 



Arrowhead Chapter 



Most of the ACLU activity in the San Bernardino County area cannot be attributed 
to Chapter action; it is civil libertarian action taken by individual ACLU members 
who most likely are members of the Chapter board. While "ideal 11 chapter action for 
the most part does not exist, the various talents of the Chapter board members do 
supplement and complement each other so that most civil libertarian problems in the 
San Bernardino City area are met. 

As the above applies to watch-dog activities, so the same comment would cover 
most all other normal chapter functions. Program meetings are held but are quite 
poorly attended. Sufficient fund-raising is done to sustain (i.e., pay for the mail- 
ings) chapter activities. Legislative action is the work of 3 or 4 people if the is- 
sue meets their approval. Membership efforts are individual and sporadic .but , 
would you believe, quite successful! 

This year in an attempt to "broaden" the base and to serve the out- lying com- 
munities, "neighborhood- type" meetings are being planned. Again, the response so 
far leaves much to be desired. 

However, despite all the above, let it be noted that Arrowhead is one of the 
first organized Chapters of ACLU of So. California, its "light" has been flickering

for years, but, it has never failed or gone out! 

Pomona Valley Chapter 

In September of. 1969 a new board with new ideas took office in Pomona Valley 
ACLU. In addition to the traditional programs, Bill of Rights essay contest, Gar- 
den party, buffet dinner etc, two new committees were established: one on student 
rights and another on police complaints.

While these committees have been going foward with a great deal of enthusiasm, 
some of the old "stand-by" committee chairmanships are yet to be filled i.e., mem- 
bership and public relations. These are currently the weakest areas for the Pomona

Due to the resort characteristics of this area, chapter activities are pretty 
much confined to the fall-winter- spring. 



The Chapter maintains a phone listing under ACLU 
Recent controversies over hair- length at the Jr. College (College of the Desert) 
and distribution of leaflets at the high school came to the Chapter's attention 
through this means. A co-operating attorney assisted in the latter matter; and in 
the former, a delegation of the Chapter met unsuccessfully with the school admini- 
stration. 

A recent fund-raising event drew people from surrounding communities through 
an ad placed in the local paper publicizing the event. Sufficient monies were 
raised to sustain the chapter activities including the phone for the coming year.
